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Atlantic Jazz mixes it up 

The experimental mingles with classics at music festival

The first thing you’ll 
notice about Chuck 
Blazevic is his 
instrument. 

It’s a plain board with 
256 white, unmarked but¬ 
tons. 

“It’s so foreign to most 
people that it’s the real 
central point of intrigue,” 
says the 24-year-old local 
musician. 

“I like it. It’s a good way 
to talk to people.” 

It’s called a Monome, is 
made by a small American 
company and is one of on¬ 
ly a few hundred models 
in existence. The Monome 
allows Blazevic to record 
audio samples and play 
them back, distort them, 
mix them up and chop 
them down. 

Currently, the Bedford 
resident has the machine 
loaded with guitar and pi¬ 
ano samples he’s written 
and recorded himself. 
With the Monome he can 
take a melody and within 
seconds mix and bend it 
into an entirely new tune. 

“It’s neat because a lot of 
people will hear that and 
say it sounds like electroni- 
ca,” he says. “But it’s really 
just all warm electric gui¬ 
tar lines just reassembled 
completely.” 

It probably isn’t some¬ 
thing you’d expect to find 
at a jazz show, but Blazevic 
will be performing at this 
year’s Atlantic Jazz Festival 
under his stage name 
Dreamsploitation. 

It’s part of an expanding 
of horizons at the festival. 
Instead of limiting itself to 
strict definitions of “jazz,” 
the festival allows new and 
experimental acts to min¬ 
gle with the classics.

Maybe the best things in 
life are free, after all. 

Or at least that’s what 
some of the 18,000 music 
fans who showed up Sat¬ 
urday on Halifax’s Citadel 
Hill seemed to be think¬ 
ing after Virgin Festival 
organizers decided to 
open the event up to 
everyone, free of charge, 
once The Tragically Hip 
pulled out due to a family 
emergency. 

In fact, the only cost of 
showing up to Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s first ever festival put 
on by Virgin Mobile was 
being bombarded with a 
whole lot of corporate 
branding, a willingness to 
get down and dirty (liter¬ 
ally) and a few lost shoes 
that were left behind in 
the mud-covered Garrison 
Grounds. 

“I think it was really 
awesome that because the 
headliner, The Tragically 
Hip, (isn’t) around, that 
they made it free,” Mike 
Henman, 26, of Halifax 
said shortly after alterna¬ 
tive rockers Dinosaur Jr. 
cranked up the volume 
on stage. 

“It’s great to see this 
many people on the Hill,” 
added his friend Dylan 
Goddard, 27, also of Hali¬ 
fax. 

The two buddies, who 
didn’t plan on coming to 
the concert because of the 
$75 ticket cost but could¬ 
n’t resist a free show, said 
they were looking for¬ 


ward to seeing Metric 
live. The energetic and 
electric indie band was 
the second last act to take 
the stage and did an awe¬ 
some job of pumping up 
the audience for headlin¬ 
ers The Offspring. 

Jennifer Grace and Jen¬ 
ny MacEachern said they 
bought their tickets for 
the festival two days after 
they went on sale for one 
reason only — The Off¬ 
spring. 


Grace said the move to 
make it a free festival was 
likely “a marketing deci¬ 
sion.” 

“They could have really 
damaged their brand if 
they cancelled the whole 
thing, or continued on 
the way it was without 
The Hip,” she said. 

The Offspring didn’t 
seem to disappoint their 
rabid fans, with a back¬ 
drop of flames and skulls 
accompanying famous an¬ 


thems such as Self Esteem 
from Smash and Pretty 
Fly (For a White Guy) 
from Americana. 

“We should have come 
here earlier,” lead singer 
Dexter Holland, referring 
to playing in Halifax for 
the first time, yelled over 
the enthralled crowd. 

“It’s not that we didn’t 
want to come. It’s just 
that we wanted to wait 
until we could be headlin¬ 
ers.”

You don’t normally have to 
sneak into a free show. 

But at about 9:30 p.m. 
Saturday evening staff told 
hundreds of people wait¬ 
ing in line to get into the 
Virgin Festival in Halifax 
that the event was at ca¬ 
pacity and no one else 
would be let in. The news 
did not go over well. 

“They can’t arrest all of 
us!” yelled one music fan 


as he and dozens of others 
stormed the fence, leaping 
into the concert area be¬ 
fore security could stop 
them. 

Many fans seeped into 
the concert area by squeez¬ 
ing through gaps in the 
fencing, while some went 
around and overtop of 
Citadel Hill. 

As night fell and The Off¬ 
spring hit the stage, the 
crowd just got rowdier. 
One young man decided to 
climb some scaffolding so 
that he could get a better 


view, much to the dismay 
of a police officer who 
watched and waited from 
below. 

Police officers first 
brought out handcuffs ear¬ 
lier in the day when a 
small group decided to 
hold some mud wrestling 
matches. 

Although Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police kept busy, 
they reported no major in¬ 
cidents overnight Satur¬ 
day.

Two teens arrested 
after failed robbery 


lower sackville Two peo¬ 
ple attacked a clerk and 
tried stealing some cash 
from a Lower Sackville fast 
food joint early yesterday 
morning but in the end 
they weren’t successful. 

Halifax RCMP said offi¬ 
cers were called to the rob¬ 
bery at Greco Pizza on 
Beaverbanlc Road as it was 
happening just after 12:30 
a.m. They arrived on scene 
after the clerk had been 
punched in the face. 

Police chased down and 
arrested a 14-year-old and 
17-year-old suspect 20 min¬ 
utes later on Stolcil Drive. 

Police allege the 
teenagers smashed a cash 
register and computer 


monitor on the floor, 
while also breaking some 
glass on the shop door, but 
they didn’t grab any cash 
before taking off. 

The clerk had managed 
to leave the store, lure the 
robbers out and then run 
back inside and lock the 
door, police said. 

Both suspects were in 
police custody yesterday 
morning. 

Halifax RCMP said 
they’ll appear in court lat¬ 
er to face charges of at¬ 
tempted robbery, mischief 
and assault.

Inquiry into death of man 
who died in custody begins 


Howard hyde The inquiry 
into the death of Howard 
Hyde, the man who made 
headlines a couple of years 
ago after dying in police 
custody, begins today. 

It will be the first fatality 
inquiry in Nova Scotia to be 
broadcast live over the In¬ 
ternet. Presiding Judge 
Anne Derrick ruled in April 
that the proceedings in 
court could be webcast. 
Video and audio will be 
available for the next five 
weeks at hydeinquiry.ca as 
the inquiry unfolds, with 
proceedings archived on¬ 
line so they can be viewed 
for up to three days after¬ 
wards. 

Hyde, who suffered from 
Schizophrenia, died 30 


hours after being stunned 
with a Taser gun Nov. 22, 
2007. Former justice minis¬ 
ter Cecil Clarke ordered the 
inquiry last September un¬ 
der Nova Scotia’s Fatality In¬ 
vestigations Act and Pubic 
Inquiries Act. 

Hyde’s death sparked 
questioning surrounding 
Taser use in the province. 
Last summer an advisoiy 
council made 16 recom¬ 
mendations to the Justice 
Department on how to bet¬ 
ter control Taser use by po¬ 
lice across the province. 

The inquiry starts at 9:30 
a.m. at the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in down¬ 
town Halifax and is expect¬ 
ed to continue until Aug.

Halifax was the second 
last stop in Canyon’s 
acoustic The Sky’s Not The 
Limit tour; he’s been flying 
across the countiy promot¬ 
ing his message that kids 
with Type 1 diabetes can 
achieve their dreams. 

The Juno award winner 
was diagnosed with Type 1 
diabetes when he was 14 
years old.

For Canyon, the hardest 
part about finding out he 
had diabetes was that, 
“they told me I couldn’t fly 
airplanes, I couldn’t be in 
the air force. That was my 
dream, so all of a sudden 
life, as I knew it, was over.” 

Since then, however, he 
has become a pilot and an 
honorary colonel in the 
Canadian military. 

“If they can control their 
diabetes they can live their 
dreams,” Canyon told 
Metro Halifax yesterday. 

He stressed that treating 
diabetes is not just physi¬ 
cal, but also physiological. 

“For kids, being different 
is hard, and sometimes 
that means they don’t take

NDP caucus colleagues 
Frank Corbett and Dave 
Wilson were at the Es- 
tabroolcs house within 
hours to comfort their 
friend. 

“The folks I’ve spoken to 
are rallying around Bill,” 
said Shawn Fuller, NDP di¬

“Bill has been a long¬ 
standing and extremely 
well-lilced member of our 
caucus. People are just dev¬ 
astated for him.” 

No decision has been 
made on whether some¬ 
one will take over Es- 
tabroolcs’ cabinet duties. 
The cabinet is al¬ 
ready shorthand¬ 
ed because Serv¬ 
ice Nova Scotia 
Minister Ramona 
Jennex is mourn¬ 
ing the loss of her 
son.

Human trafficking 
charge laid in raid 


warrants Halifax area po¬ 
lice have arrested more 
than a dozen people for a 
slew of crimes, including 
what is believed to be the 
first ever human traffick¬ 
ing charge in Atlantic 
Canada. 

Officers with both Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police and 
Halifax RCMP executed 25 
warrants at 15 
homes across 
the early Fri¬ 
day morning, 
resulting in 13 
individuals 
now facing 
more than 60 
charges. 

Insp. Brad 
Sullivan of Halifax RCMP 
told reporters Friday that 
the raids were part of Op¬ 
eration Intercede, a police 
initiative targeting a group 
of people believed to be in¬ 
volved in several criminal 
activities. The operation 
evolved from a task force 
created to investigate vio¬ 
lent robberies that oc¬ 
curred in east Dartmouth 
and Cole Harbour between 
August 2008 and February 
2009. 


“The most noteworthy 
criminal charges resulting 
from this operation are us¬ 
ing a firearm with the in¬ 
tent to wound, conspiracy 
to traffic in illegal firearms 
and a variety of other 
weapons offences, conspir¬ 
acy to traffic in a variety of 
illicit drugs, break and en¬ 
ter, fraud, human traffick¬ 
ing (and) liv¬ 
ing off the 
avails of 
prostitu¬ 
tion,” says 
the state¬ 
ment Sulli¬ 
van read. 

Supt. Mike 
Burns of Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Police noted 
that several of the 
weapons offences are in re¬ 
lation to a shooting that 
occurred in the Scotia 
Court area of Dartmouth 
on April 30. 

“Our recent targeted en¬ 
forcement has removed 
firearms from our streets,” 
his statement says.

Injured Canadian dies 

Roadside bombing last month claims soldier 


Body returns home 


A Canadian soldier who 
was injured by a roadside 
bomb in Afghanistan last 
month has died in a Que¬ 
bec hospital. 

Master Cpl. Charles- 
Philippe Michaud, 28, was 
seriously injured around 9 
a.m. local time on June 23 
after he stepped on an im¬ 
provised explosive device in 
the Panjwayi District, south¬ 
west of Kan¬ 
dahar. 

He was 
immediately 
airlifted to 
the coalition 
medical fa¬ 
cility at Kan¬ 
dahar Air¬ 
field and 
then trans¬ 
ported to the 
Landstuhl Regional Medical 
Centre in Germany. 


• About 2,000 soldiers turned 
out at Kandahar Airfield on 
Saturday to pay their respects 
as the casket of Cpl. Nick Bul¬ 
ger was loaded onto a trans¬ 
port plane for the journey 
home to Canada, CBC News 
Online reports. 

On June 28, he was taken 
to a Quebec City hospital. 

Doctors say he never re¬ 
gained consciousness. 

He passed away around 2 
p.m. Saturday. 

Michaud, who was from 
the 2nd Batallion, Royal 
22nd Regiment based at 
Canadian Forces Base Val- 
cartier near Quebec City, 
was on his third operational 
tour. It was his second time 
serving in Afghanistan. 


• Bulger, 30, of the 3rd Battal¬ 
ion, Princess Patricia's Canadi¬ 
an Light Infantry, based in Ed¬ 
monton, was killed Friday 
when the convoy he was in 
struck a roadside bomb in 
southern Afghanistan's Zhari 
district, metro news services 

Michaud is survived by 
his wife, parents and a 
brother. He becomes the 
122nd soldier to die in 
Afghanistan. 

In a statement released 
yesterday, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said he was 
“aware of (Michaud’s) hero¬ 
ic battle to survive severe in¬ 
juries. The thoughts of all 
Canadians are with Master 
Cpl. Michaud’s family to¬ 
day.”

rea. In reality, Canadian of¬ 
ficials privately say, the 
shaky global economy, and 
questions about whether 
it’s really hit bottom, are 
centre-stage. 

“The main focus for the 
prime minister is going to 
be the economy,” said one 
official. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper leaves tomorrow 
for Italy, where he will par¬ 
ticipate in talks about 
whether new rules are 
needed to avoid a new fi¬ 
nancial crisis.

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PM remembers MP’s struggle 


Reflecting on the life and 
tragic suicide of a young 
former Saskatchewan MP, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper urged a greater 
public understanding of 
the severe anxiety and 
depression that touch so 
many Canadians. 

At a funeral in Regina 
Saturday, Harper eulogized 
Dave Batters, 39, who com¬ 
mitted suicide June 30, as a 
colleague whose energy 
and enthusiasm “were in¬ 
fectious.” 

Batters’s suicide shook 
the ranks of fellow Conser¬ 
vatives and others on Par¬ 
liament Hill. 

A few months before 
Batters announced that he 
would not run again last 
fall, the prime minister 
said, “I became aware that 
beneath this veneer of op¬ 
timism, Dave struggled 
with severe anxiety and de¬ 
pression.” 

“While we cannot under¬ 
stand why a loved one 
would act with such sud¬ 
den finality, we need to 
know that Dave is not 
alone. Each year, nearly 
4,000 Canadians make this 
same choice.” 

Although science has 


made progress in under¬ 
standing mental illness, 
“we still don’t know 
enough about depression, 
and less about suicide,” 
Harper said. 

“But we know this 
much: Depression can 
strike the sturdiest of 
souls. It cares not how 
much you have achieved, 
nor how much you have to 
live for.” 

Severe anxiety and de¬ 
pression hit men and 
women “in their primary 
working years and, most 
sadly, in their adolescent 
children,” according to a 
transcript of Harper’s com¬ 
ments at the funeral. 

“Unlike its myth, depres¬ 
sion is not a function of 
character except that to 
fight it summons a 
strength of character, and 
a great strength of charac¬ 
ter like Dave’s to fight it as 
long as he did.” 

Harper praised Batters, 
who revealed his illness 
when he announced he 
would not run for re-elec¬ 
tion, for having the 
“courage” to deal with his 
illness “head-on.” 

Batters cited his illness 
and a dependency on pre¬

Relax citizenship rules for 
foreign births, report says 

parliament Ottawa should sons weren’t considered 


grant citizenship rights to 
people born outside the 
country to a Canadian par¬ 
ent, provided the mother 
or father lived in Canada 
for a given time before the 
child was born, says a par- 
liamentaiy report. 

The recommendation 
from the standing commit¬ 
tee on citizenship and im¬ 
migration comes after Bill 
C-37, which took effect in 
April, discontinued the 
practice of giving citizen¬ 
ship to children bom out¬ 
side Canada to parents who 
are naturalized Canadians. 

“It is in Canada’s interest 
for the government to en¬ 
sure that citizenship is not 
passed on to ‘citizens of 
convenience,”’ the all-party 
committee said in its re¬ 
port, which was released 
last week. 

But it added: “We are of 
the opinion that the par¬ 
ents’ attachment to Canada 
can be measured by the 
amount of time they 
resided in Canada before 
their child was born.” 

Bill C-37 was introduced 
in response to the problem 
of “lost Canadians”— peo¬ 
ple who for technical rea- 


Canadian citizens — some¬ 
thing they often learned 
about only when they ap¬ 
plied for citizenship docu¬ 
ments. 

The simplified mles 
helped resolve 95 per cent 
of the “lost Canadian” cas¬ 
es, though at least 71 of 
them remain outstanding. 
But it also meant that sec¬ 
ond-generation children 
bom abroad, and children 
born to people whose 
Canadian parents had 
adopted them overseas, 
lost their assumed right to 
citizenship. 

During the committee 
hearings, witnesses testi¬ 
fied that the new law could 
result in some children 
bom abroad to Canadian 
parents being citizens of no 
countiy at all. 

“Although a number of 
countries have a mecha¬ 
nism to grant citizenship 
to children born within 
their borders who would 
otherwise be stateless, the 
risk of statelessness should 
not be overlooked, given 
the complexity of citizen¬ 
ship laws,” the four-page 
report said.

Plane denied landing 

Honduran president turned away amid dashes 


Spain Bull ride 


Ousted Honduran 
President Manuel Zelaya 
turned back from an 
attempted return home 
yesterday after soldiers 
clashed with his support¬ 
ers as he tried to land, fu¬ 
elling tensions over the 
coup that toppled him. 

Zelaya’s plane landed in 
neighbouring Nicaragua, 
after he said initially his 


flight from Washington 
would divert to El Sal¬ 
vador. 

“Faced with this situa¬ 
tion, we have to go on with 
what we had planned, 
which is a meeting with 
the other presidents in the 
region,” he told the Telesur 
news channel from the 
plane. 

Honduras’ interim gov¬ 


ernment, which has resis¬ 
ted growing international 
pressure over the coup, re¬ 
fused Zelaya permission to 
enter the country and 
warned he would be arrest¬ 
ed. 

Hundreds of troops 
fanned out around the run¬ 
way to protect the airport. 

Violence erupted after 
protesters broke through 


airport fencing. 

Troops fired tear gas and 
clashed with the rock¬ 
throwing crowd, witnesses 
said. 

Zelaya, a leftist, was 
pushed out of office by 
troops and flown to Costa 
Rica a week ago in a coup 
triggered by a dispute over 
presidential term limits.

More window-shop online 


The recession is driving 
more Canadian consumers 
to shop online, comparing 
prices and features, but 
more often than not they 
are still going into the 
store to buy. 

More Canadian mer¬ 
chants, from women’s 
chain Reitman’s to yoga 
wear specialist Lululemon, 


are finally opening their 
first online stores, despite 
the economic downturn. 
Younger consumers expect 
it and U.S. competitors are 
raising the bar, retailers 
said. 

Even Canadian Tire, 
which stopped selling 
products online earlier this 
year, continues to operate 


a site where customers can 
check out its products be¬ 
fore making a purchase. 
Early Internet adopters, in¬ 
cluding Best Buy and Fu¬ 
ture Shop, are plunging 
ahead with social media 
such as Twitter and Face- 
book on their websites.

Clerics: Results 'invalid' 


iran A pro-reform Iranian 
clerical group said yester¬ 
day the outcome of last 
month’s presidential vote 
was “invalid,” even though 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei has upheld 
the result. 

In a sign of a deepening 
rift among Shiite clerics, 
the Assembly of Qom Semi¬ 
nary Scholars and Re¬ 
searchers also called for the 
release of Iranians arrested 


in protests after the hard¬ 
line president was declared 
winner of the June 12 vote. 

The assembly has little 
political influence but its 
statement is a significant 
act of defiance since Qom is 
the power base of the cleri¬ 
cal establishment. 

It follows calls for leaders 
of the protests, in which at 
least 20 people were killed,

or more smog pollutant 
emissions. Burning fossil 
fuels through vehicles, 
heating and electricity gen¬ 
eration creates air quality 
contaminants 
such as par- 
_ ticulate mat¬ 
ter (different 
sizes of chem¬ 
ical dirt that 
people can in¬ 
hale) and oth¬ 
er chemicals 
that form with heat to cre¬ 
ate conditions like smog. 

Burning fossil fuels also 
creates greenhouse gases 
such as carbon dioxide. 
These gases rise to higher 
levels in the atmosphere 
and help to create a 
gaseous mix that keeps in 
more reflected heat closer 
to the Earth as opposed to 
going off into space. This 
chain of events is helping 


to speed up climate change. 
The incentives of this pro¬ 
gram are geared towards 
vehicle alternatives that 
may replace the need for a 
vehicle or a second vehicle. 

Old vehicles can also be 
recycled through the Car 
Heaven program. Vehicles 
don’t have to be insured, or 
even be running, as long as 
they are accessible. Similar 
to Retire Your Ride, haz¬ 
ardous materials like oil 
and antifreeze will be re¬ 
moved and components 
salvaged and recycled. Ve¬ 
hicle owners will benefit by 
having the vehicle picked 
up and will receive a $35 
charitable tax receipt from 
an affiliate charity they 
choose.

Alcohol can keep you 
healthy, wealthy, wise 


Moderate drinkers are 
wealthier, more educated 
and less likely to be dis¬ 
abled than teetotalers, 
which explains some, but 
not all, of the association 
between moderate alcohol 
consumption and longer j 
life, according to a new j 
study. 

Having one drink a day I 
halved a person’s risk of I 
dying over the next four [ 
years, Dr. Sei J. Lee of 
San Francisco VA Med¬ 
ical Center and col¬ 
leagues found. After 
accounting for sever¬ 
al factors that could 
influence alcohol use I 
and mortality, the ef-1 
feet was weakened, 
but moderate I 

drinkers were still 28 ' 
per cent less likely to 
die than non¬ 
drinkers. 

The first study to 
show that moderate 
drinkers live longer 


than either teetotalers or 
heavy drinkers was pub¬ 
lished in 1923. But the jury 
is still out on whether 
moderate drinkers are sim¬ 
ply healthier overall than 
non-drinkers, or if alcohol 
itself used in moderation 
does benefit health, Lee 
and colleagues note. 

According to Lee and 
colleagues, people who 
had a drink a day had a 
significantly higher so¬ 
cioeconomic status 
than non-drinkers, 
as measured by in¬ 
come, wealth, and 
years of education. 
For example, 37 per 
1 cent of drinkers had 
a college education, 
compared to 14 per 
cent of non¬ 
drinkers, and 52 per 
cent of drinkers had 
$300,000 in assets, 
while 21 per cent of 
non-drinlcers did.

There are very valid rea¬ 
sons for any established 
soccer-loving country to do 
that, but this is Canada.

Tournaments like this 
one can help that. In 2000, 
when Canada shocked

The stalwart defen¬ 
sive-midfielder closes down 
passing lanes and creates 
counter-attacking opportu¬ 
nities with a Bob Marley- 
lilce calm. He’s perhaps the 
best player to ever come 
out of the Canadian system. 

3 Stephen Hart-style soc¬ 
cer. Unlike some (Dale 
Mitchell) who have 
tried to force a style of play 
on a team (Dale Mitchell), 
Hart is confident enough to 
trust his players to a style 
that suits them. His free- 
flowing game is highly en¬ 
tertaining. Unlike some.

One company’s huge impact 

Deloitte tells its employee's to skip work and volunteer once a year

Proving that people can 
make the biggest impact 
of all, one company is 
shutting down its business 
for an entire day to let its 
employees make a differ¬ 
ence in their own commu¬ 
nities. 

On its upcoming Impact 
Day on Sept. 26, Deloitte — 
one of the largest profes¬ 
sional services firms in the 
world — is giving its em¬ 
ployees the day off from 
work to go out into their lo¬ 
cal communities across the 
globe and volunteer their 
time to help people in need. 

In an industry where the 
bottom line rules all, it’s al¬ 
most surreal to think that 
an entire company would 
encourage its employees to 
skip work and hand out 
food or renovate a shelter 
instead. Yet Eric Girard, a 
Deloitte partner and nation¬ 
al chair of Impact Day in 
Canada, says that’s exactly 
what the ritual, entering its 
fifth year, is all about. 

“Last year about 80 per

cent of our people left the 
office, rolled up their 
sleeves and helped out in 
their local communities 
across Canada. This year 
we’re pretty much shutting 
down our business to partic¬ 
ipate,” Girard said. 

For 2008’s Impact Day in 


Canada, close to 5,700 em¬ 
ployees built a skating rink 
for at-risk youth in Sague¬ 
nay, Que., handed out free 
lunches in Prince Albert, 
B.C., and mentored new im¬ 
migrants on interview, re¬ 
sume and job-hunting skills 
in Toronto, Ont., among 


hundreds of other projects. 
This year’s event will see 
more than 460 projects 
completed across the coun¬ 
try. 

With employees strewn 
across the world, the global 
presence of a large compa¬ 
ny like Deloitte is uniquely 
suited for humanitarian ef¬ 
forts because it lets employ¬ 
ee volunteers have a global 
reach. During Impact Day in 



2005 for example, employ¬ 
ees of Deloitte Grand Cay¬ 
man helped rebuild resi¬ 
dences in the Cayman Is¬ 
lands for victims of Hurri¬ 
cane Ivan and the Deloitte 
office in Cyprus helped lead 
blood donation clinics with¬ 
in that country. 

Markus Navilcenas, senior 
tax manager with Deloitte 
in Calgaiy, has coordinated 
several previous Impact Day 
outings in his office and 
says the best part is seeing 
employees’ self-motivation.

S ue Becker once got a 
call from an owner 
of a cat named 
Hades. Kitty wasn’t 
eating well and pac¬ 
ing the house, meowing. 

So Becker, 57, an animal 
communicator, sat down in 
her comfy family room and 
mentally connected with 
him. 

She soon got a telepathic 
message from Hades. He 
was lonely and wanted to 
spend more time with his 
busy owner. He also didn’t 
like his name: He wanted to 
be called Shine. 

At first Hades’ owner was 
a little miffed by the name 
suggestion. A day later, she 
remembered: When he’d ar¬ 
rived as a kitten, her grand¬ 
father had just died, and 
she’d often hold the cat 
singing You Are My Sun¬ 
shine. When she called 
Becker to tell her of this 
memory, she was in tears. 

“All species can commu¬ 
nicate telepathically,” says 
Becker. 

Bom in Montreal, Becker 


always loved animals and 
got her first kitten at age 10. 
Nu-Nu was a big grey cat 
who allowed his young 
owner to dress him up in 
doll’s clothes. 

By high school, Becker 
had moved to Kitchener, 
Ont. She planned on becom¬ 
ing a veterinarian, but in¬ 
stead married young (but 
later divorced) and started 
working in a bank. 

For 32 years she worked 


in banking. But another 
grey cat, this one named 
Ashley, got sick in the mid 
1990 when he was 14. Beck¬ 
er immersed herself in re¬ 
search about everything 
from nutrition to homeopa¬ 
thy to try to help him. 

She wasn’t able to save 
her pet, but the readings 
and courses she did turned 
into a new career. 

In 2002, she scaled back 
to part-time at the bank, 
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and quit entirely a year lat¬ 
er. While the bulk of her 
work is animal communica¬ 
tion, she’s also trained to do 
Tellington TTouch, a form 
of animal massage therapy,

Massive demand for memorial 




More than half a million 
fans from around the 
world applied for 17,500 
free tickets to Michael 
Jackson’s public memorial 
service next week, organ¬ 
izers said over the 
weekend as a massive se¬ 
curity operation got 
underway. 

The life and music of the 
self-proclaimed “king of 
pop,” who died of sudden 
cardiac arrest July 25, will 
be celebrated tomorrow at 
the Staples Center, a bas¬ 
ketball arena in downtown 
Los Angeles. 

Officials Friday unveiled 
an ambitious online lot¬ 
tery that will allow fans to 
attend either the televised 
service at the arena or 
watch the proceedings on 
a big screen at the nearby 
Nokia Theatre. 


But within minutes, the 
staplescenter.com server 
crashed. 

“You might want to con¬ 
sider watching this from 
the comfort of your own 
home,” said Los Angeles 
City Councilwoman Jan 
Perry, who is doubling as 
the city’s acting mayor. 

The ceremony will also 
streamed online. 

A wide area around the 
venues in downtown Los 
Angeles will be blocked off 
for the 10 a.m. event. Both 
local and state law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies have been 
marshaled for duty. 

A local news-radio sta¬ 
tion reported that more 
than 1,400 officers from 
the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment alone have been 
asked to volunteer for duty 
today and tomorrow. The

LAPD, which has about 
9,000 officers in total, de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
report or to reveal a 
staffing number. 
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A Jackson family 
spokesman declined to 
provide details of the me¬ 
morial service, but said 
there would not be a funer¬ 
al procession and Jackson’s 
body would not be at the 
memorial. Funeral 

arrangements have not 
been disclosed, but securi¬ 
ty has been beefed up at 


the Forest Lawn Flollywood 
Hills mortuary, where his 
body is believed to be held. 

Officials were also tight- 
lipped about the cost of 
the memorial service, and 
who would pay for it. 

Like other U.S. cities, 
Los Angeles is strapped for 
cash in the global reces¬ 
sion and similar questions 


about public tax revenues 
being spent for such an 
elaborate ceremony sur¬ 
faced last month when a 
$2 million US celebration 
was given for the champi¬ 
on Los Angeles Lakers pro¬ 
fessional basketball team. 

That event, which at¬ 
tracted over 500,000 peo¬ 
ple, was eventually fund¬ 
ed through private dona¬ 
tions. 

The city has already bud¬ 
geted for LAPD overtime, 
Perry said, adding that of¬ 
ficials would “deeply ap¬ 
preciate” help to offset in¬ 
cremental costs, such as 
transportation, sanitation 
and staging. 

Winners of the tickets 
were to be contacted yes¬ 
terday and directed to pick 
up a pair of tickets and 
wristbands today. The 
massive demand raised 
the question of counter¬ 
feiting or scalping, draw¬ 
ing pleas from organizers 
for fans to act responsibly.

BookPicks 


Perhaps known equally for 
his political life as his pri¬ 
vate one, Ted Kennedy has 
been a subject of public 
scrutiny for 
much of his 
lawmaking ca¬ 
reer. In this 
new biography, author Ed¬ 
ward Klein speaks candidly 
with friends and family and 
Kennedy’s colleagues in pol¬ 
itics to express the man’s 
legislative achievements set 
against a rocky past. From 
the 1969 Chappaquiddiclc 
incident, in which Kennedy 
drove off a bridge, resulting 
in the death of his passen¬ 
ger Mary Jo Kopechne, to 
his continued womanizing 
ways, Klein doesn’t ignore 
the controversy in his 
chronicle. 


In the early pages of Stone’s 
Fall, its title comes to corre¬ 
spond quite literally to the 
fall from a window suffered 
by wealthy pre-First World 
War London financier, John 
Stone, which results in his 
death.

But as the story un¬ 
folds in reverse chronology, 
a spy in Italy uncovers that 
Elizabeth herself may not 
be all she claims.

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Potter is back: Box office big bucks assured 
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A scene from Harry Potter and the Half-Blood Prince. The latest in 
the boy wizard series is expected to be another box office hit. 


Boy wizard Harry Potter is 
back in cinemas later this 
month with the sixth 
installment of the movie 
franchise, and another box 
office bonanza looks 
assured for the Warner 
Bros, studio. 

Hany Potter and the Half- 
Blood Prince hits screens 
on July 15, promising high¬ 
speed action, dark and dan¬ 
gerous battles with the 
forces of evil, budding ro¬ 
mance at Hogwarts school 
for wizards and the expect¬ 
ed death of a prominent 
character. 

The wait has been a long 
one for Potter fans around 
the world who have fol¬ 
lowed the fate of Harry and 
his friends through the sev¬ 
en best-selling books by 
British author J.K. Rowling. 

Warner Bros, pushed the 
release date of Half-Blood 
Prince back from 2008, leav¬ 
ing a two-year gap since the 
fifth movie Harry Potter 
and the Order of the 
Phoenix and the final novel 
Harry Potter and the Death¬ 
ly Hallows. 


The release of Potter 
books and films are major 
events for the entertain¬ 
ment industry, both be¬ 
cause of the passion fans 
share for the stories, 
dubbed “Pottermania” in 
the media, and the amount 
of money they generate. 

The seven Harry Potter 


books, which began in 
1997, have sold more than 
400 million copies world¬ 
wide and turned Rowling 
into a multi-millionaire 
publishing phenomenon. 

The five movies released 
so far have grossed $4.5 bil¬ 
lion in ticket sales, and box 
office experts see little rea¬ 


son to doubt that the sixth 
installment will fall within 
the $800 million to $1 bil¬ 
lion range, a huge amount 
for a single film. 

“This is just a remarkable 
franchise that has consis¬ 
tently drawn blockbuster 
numbers each time out, and 
it is hard to imagine this 
picture not continuing that 
trend,” said Brandon Gray, 
president of tracking firm 
Box Office Mojo. 

Pent-up demand is ex¬ 
pected to ensure a big open¬ 
ing in the key North Ameri¬ 
can market and in countries 
like Britain, after which 
word-of-mouth will be a key 
factor. 

The fact that the Potter 
story is now complete may 
mean some fans lose inter¬ 
est, but U.S. advance online 
ticket sales look strong, ac-

Turkey Escalopes 
with Lemon and 
Parsley 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 lemons 

8 sprigs of fresh parsley 

4 thin slices turkey breast, 
or turkey escalopes, 

Salt and black pepper 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

3 tbsp (45 mL) unsalted 
butter 

5 tbsp (75 mL) chicken 
stock 

METHOD: 

1. Squeeze juice from one 
lemon into bowl and set 
aside. Wash any wax from 
other lemon, cut into thin 
slices and set aside for gar¬ 
nish. Rinse and dry parsley 
and set 4 sprigs aside for 
garnish; finely chop rest 
and set aside. 

2. Place turkey slices or 
escalopes, one at time, be¬ 
tween two sheets of plas¬ 
tic wrap and pound gently 
with rolling pin until 
extremely thin. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

3. Heat oil and half the 
butter in large flying pan 


over high heat, until bub¬ 
bling. Quickly fry 
escalopes, two at time if 
necessary, 1 1/2 minutes 
each side, until lightly 
browned and no longer 
pink in middle. Then 
transfer to warm dish. 

4. Pour stock into frying 
pan and heat, stirring and 
scraping up residue from 
bottom. Add half the 
lemon juice, remaining 
butter, and parsley. 
Reduce to simmer, add 
escalopes, overlapping if 
necessary, and any juices, 
and heat through for 30 
seconds per side. Season 
to taste, and add more 
lemon juice if you like, 
then serve garnished with 
lemon slices and parsley.
